Howland to buy last 
Jewel Drive lot 


The Howland Development Com 
pany of 10 Atlantic Ave., Woburn, 
has been awarded the purchase of 
the last 10 acres of land owned by the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA). The vote was 
made last Thursday evening 

The Howland firm was chosen 
because of its experience. It has 
developed several tracts of land in 
Wimington and elsewhere. The pur: 
chase price is to be $380,000, 

The WRA had personally inter. 
viewed all applicants, and the 
remarks of the members last Thurs 
day indicated that they felt the inter. 
view with the Howland officials was 
the most professional. One other 
firm, a manufacturer had offered 
$400,000, but in the belief of the WRA 
members, the firm was not ex 
perienced in land development 


Howland plans to erect two 
buildings on the site, which is at the 
easterly end of Jewel Drive. One of 
the buildings will be about 60,000 
square feet, and the other about 
45,000. 

The buildings are to be suitable for 
high tech, research and develop- 
ment, or light industry 

Howland will make its initial 
deposit to the WRA on December 15 
and the closing date has been set for 
February 15, A letter has been sent 
to the company allowing the firm to 
start test borings. 

According to Howland plans, the 
company will take out building per 
mits in early January, and will start 
construction in April of 1984. Even: 
tually it will move its awn offices 
from Woburn into the Jewel Drive 
facility 


Power costs rising 


Electric light and power bills in 
Wilmington will be going up. The 
reason: Boston Edison's Pilgrim 
Nuclear Power Station, in 
Plymouth, has been shut down for 
refueling and possible repairs. 

The shutdown is expected to last 
up to 40 weeks. The shutdown will 
cost at least $15,000,000, and possibly 
as much as $10,000,000. This shut 
down is on a regular schedule, for 
expected repairs, but this time there 
is also scheduled an ultrasonic in 
spection for possible cracks, and in 
tragranular stress. Such things have 
been found in plants of similar 
design in other parts of the country 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD), from which 
plant the elctricity and power of 
Wilmington comes, buys a large 

ntity of its power from Boston 

Sdison. Last October RMLD bought 
about 50 percent of its power from 
Boston Edison 

Boston Edison has to increase its 
rates because of the shutdown of the 
nuclear plant. The fuel adjustment 


charge, which is added to the basic 
light bill each month, in the area of 
the RMLD will be increased four 
cents per kilowatt hour beginning in 
month of December 

‘Thiswill result in an average in 
crease, according to the RMLD, of 
$2.40 to the monthly bills of homes in 


For commercial and industrial 
customers the bill is more signifi 
cant, Sweetheart Plastics, a well 
known Wilmington concern, uses 11 
percent of the power that Reading 
Light sells. The bill to that firm is ex 
pected to go up $120,000 a month

The Harnden Tradition — Part V 


Wilmington’ s first teacher 


have been so-called) lived in the 
home his father built about 1708-7, or 
80 it can be 

Benjamin Jr. (1697) was a man 
who moved from Reading. He had 
been a member of the Second 
Precinct Church in 1720. In 1722 he 
married Joanna Dale of Woburn and 
moved to that town. 

He moved to Goshen, which was 
the part of Woburn which became a 
part of Wilmington eight years later. 
Benjamin built, or bought, a far- 
mhouse which stood beside the pre- 
sent Main Street of Wilmington, op- 
posite the home of Deacon Samuel 
Walker. The Walker house is the pre- 
sent home of Stanley Webber. 

‘There is very little of record of the 
second Banjamin. He signed a paper 
in 1727, together with about a dozen 
other persons, asking that there be 
preaching at the Northwesterly and 
Northerly parts of the town of 
Woburn, that is Shawshine (Burl- 
ington) and Goshen (Wilmington) 
Others who signed and subsequently 
became Wilmington residents in- 
cluded Samuel Butter, John Ja- 
queth, Kendall Pearson, Samuel 
Pierce and Jeames Thompson. 
Nothing ever happened as a result of 
the petition 

The Town of Woburn was a large 
one, Ht-included the present Win- 


~ chester, Woburn and Burlington, 


and about two-thirds of the present 
Wilmington. In the early 1700s 
Wourn had a severe money pro- 
blem, as did many other towns in the 
Colony of Massachusetts Bay. The 
wars with the Indians and with the 
French were costly and inflation 
was the rule of the land. 

The laws of the Colony provided 
that any town with 50 9r more 
families should have a public school 
Woburn had "Dame Schools,"

but had not been able to 
afford a public school teacher. In ad- 
dition, its area was so large that any 
school would mean children walking 
over seven miles to attend, to and 
from their homes. 

The Grand Jury took action in 
1705. The selectmen of Woburn were 
warned: Get a school or else! 

The selectmen of Woburn fudged a 
little but. A school was erected, 
somewhere north of the present 
center of Woburn. A teacher was 
hired, too, but with crossed fingers. 

The teacher would conduct school 
only while the Grand Jury was in 
session, and at such other times as 
was necessary to keep county or col- 
ra a off the necks of the 

lectmen. More than that they 
ould afford. 

However it worked out pretty well 
The teacher started school and the 
pupils and parents liked it. School 
became a pretty regular thing in 
Woburn. 


But there were dissatisfied people. 
South of Woburn, and in what is now 
Winchester, and in what is now Burl- 
ington and Wilmington were 
dissatisfied families. One of those 
was the family of Deacon Samuel 
Walker 

Deacon Walker was the second of 
his name to live at the site where the 
Stanley Webber home is today. He 
lived in the Maple Meadow Plains, 
on a slight hill, where Butters Row 
begins. Mr. Webber is just possibly 
living in the old Walker home. If that 
is the case there have been changes. 

The first child to the Deacon 
Walker family was Samuel, he who 
became Captain Samuel. He had a 
younger brother (1707) Timothy. 
Timothy became a Harvard 
graduate, a school teacher, and a 
clergyman 

Deacon Samuel keenly felt the 
need of a school. With members of 
the Butter family, the Flagg family 
and the Pierce family, all volunteer 
labor, a school Was built. This was 
about the same time as was built 
another school, by volunteer labor, 
near the present Woburn - Win 
chester line. The year was 1710. 

Woburn thus had three schools, 
but only one school teacher. As a 
consequence, Woburn's school 
teacher became a traveling man. 

He would preside at each school 
for a few months, and then move on 
to another. Maybe he boarded local: 
ly. Maybe he rode horseback to the 
school where he was teaching 

Timothy Walker may have, or 
may not have been one of those 
teachers, The record is not clear. As 
was often the case, the selectmen 
were unable to agree on school sub 
jects. 

The Town Clerk took it upon 
himself to hire Timothy, this for a 
few months, Whether ot not Timothy 
taught is a question, but he was paid 
If he did teach, in which school this 
happened is also a question. It could 
have been the school hours near his 
father's home. 

This was the neighborhood into 
which Benjamin Jr. moved in 1722, 
after he and Joanna Dale were mar 
ried. His home, it can be recorded, 
was still in existance in the 1920s. In 
the late 20s or early 30s it burned 
down. The owner then was Howard 
Downing, and he built another home 
on the same site. 

Benjamin dropped the "Jr." from 
his name when he moved. The only 
way to distinguish father from son, 


after Wilmington became a town, 
was to note that -the father was 
lieutenant in the militia, and was 
always called “Lieutenant Ben- 
jamin.” After his father died, there 
was no need of any such distinction, 
but Benjamin Jr. seems to have had 
no public ambition, and thus shows 
up only infrequently in the records. 
‘The last record of him was in 1766. 
That is to be found in the Andover 
records, not Wilmington. 
Wilmington became a town in 
1730, and the first town meeting was 
held in the school at the head of But- 
ters Kow. There too, the first 
religious service was held. It is 
possible that Timotny Walker was 
Present, and he may have led the 
prayers. But about that time he 
became the pastor of a church in

‘As could be expected, John Abbott 
boarded with his cousin Benjamin. 
‘The home was less than 100 yards 
from the school. 

John died after only a few months. 
‘There is nothing to show this in the 
Wilmington records, but he did 
teach in Wilmington and he did add 
his name to the Harnden Tradition, 

As for Benjamin (Jr.), there is no 
record of his death, nor are there 
any records of any children of Ben- 
jamin and Joanna. There is a 
Woburn record in 1772 which shows 
that a Widow Harnden died in that 
town. Probably that was Joanna, but 
no children there were, or so it 
seems. 

Eaton, the Reading historian, 
noted in 1874 that Johnathan Harn- 
den was “living in the home of his 
ancestors.” 

A map of Wilmington, in 1876, 
shows that J. Harnden was living at 
the same site where, some 150 years 
earlier, was the home of Joanna and 
Benjamin Harnden. 

‘That seems to be the only record, 
for 150 years of one Harnden family.

Administration vs. Policy 


The Town Manager Plan, also called the Charter, of the 
Town of Wilmington is contained in the wording of Chapter 
592 of the Acts of 1950. An associate Justice of the Middlesex 
Superior Court, last week, called the powers of the town 


manager, spelled out in the act, 


“of Tsarist proportions.” 


That is a colorful but unfortunate phrase. His honor seems 
to be confusing, in his remarks, administration and policy. 
The administration of the government of the town of 
Wilmington is in the hands of the town manager. It is in ac- 
cordance with policy which is set by the board of selectmen, 


The selectmen are political, 


political. 


the town manager non- 


Wilmington does have a strong town manager plan. This 
has worked to the advantage of the residents over the years. 
All acts of municipal administration pass through the hands 
of one man. The town, thus, is not in the position of other 
towns, where the left hand frequently does not know what 


the right hand is doing= 


In other towns there are heads of departments who act in 
open disagreement, one with the other. Depending on who is 
elected, the policies of the street department, or the water 
department, or some other function changes every few 
years. It is the residents of towns like this who have to pay 
the bills for such inept government. 

In Wilmington there is a consistency in government ad- 
ministration. All department heads are professional. All are 
responsible to the town manager. To assist those dey 


ment heads the secondary officials are also appoint 


, not 


on a basis of politics, but of professional knowledge. 
There are two departments in Wimington which are not 
under the town manager, but both of those have their own 
professiona] manager. Those two departments are the 
public schools and the housing authority. 
Those two boards, the selectmen and the moderator are 
the elected officials of Wilmington. Another term for this is 


to say that they are the policy making offi

Two department heads are appointed by the selectmen. 
The town accountant and the town counsel are independent 
of the town manager. This is as it should be. In effect they 
are the watchdogs for the selectmen. 

Wilmington’s town manager does have to conform to the 
statutes. Those statutes, among other things, recognize 


Civil Service and the unions. 


He also has to conform to the expressed desires of the 


board of selectmen. Those desires are arrived at, in open 
meeting, and votes, in public. There are two such meetings 
every month, at least 

The administration of Wilmington, by and large, over the 
past 32 years has resulted in a lack of inefficiencies. The 
public of Wilmington, the voters and the taxpayers, are the 
people who have benefitted from thi:

Dear Larz: 

On November 30, 1983, Rocco An- 
tonelli resigned as Treasurer of Mid- 
dlesex County. The circumstances of 
his resignation, as well as those sur 
rounding the naming of his suc- 
cessor, William Gustus of Wilm 
ington, have resulted in a measure 
of controversy. I would like to take a 
moment to place those events in 
perspective 

Mr. Antonelli resigned his office 
and agreed to drop his appeal of an 
earlier Ethics Commission finding 
of conflict of interest against him in 
his capacity as Treasurer. He also 
agreed to pay a $5,250 fine levied 
agaisnt him by the Ethics Commis- 
sjon as a result of that finding. The 

istrict. Attorney's” Office 
simultaneously agreed to forego try 
ing Mr. Antonelli for a second time 
on a criminal complaint of the same 
charges. The first trial of Mr. An: 
tonelli had ended in a mistrial when 
the jury was unable to reach a ver- 
dict, This series of events was not 
one which I had sought, nor was it 
one to which I looked forward 

The resignation of Mr. Antonelli 
did, however, place with the Board 
of Commissioners a situation for 
which I was not wholly unprepared 
Since | took office almost one year 
ago, Mr. Antonelli has been under in- 
dictment. The record of conviction 
on charges previously upheld by the 
Ethics Commission is excep! y 
consistent, and the statute which 
spells out the naming of a county 
Treasurer to complete unexpired 
terms is very explicit. I would have 
been greatly remiss in my respon: 
sibilities had I not considered the 
desirable qualities of a treasurer 
should the necessity of appointing 
one 

When the resignation did occur, 
therefore, | was prepared to act with 
speed. I did so for three reasons 

1. Most importantly, I wanted to 
insure a smooth, orderly transition 
of office. At the time Mr. Antonelli 
informed us of the resignation there 
was: no Assistant Treasurer 
available to conduct the necessai 
business of the County; no individual 
was authorized to sign county 
checks 

2. The office of the District At 
torney not only informed us that 
these circumstances constituted an 
emergency meeting under the Open 
Meeting Law, but urged us to hold a 
meeting as soon as possible in order 
to carry out the necessary busin 
involved in the transfer of office. 

3, The final reason I had for acting 
with haste was to try to keep this 
task of appointing a Treasurer from 
the realm of back-room deals and 
politics opportunism. Knowing that 1 
was recommending a qualified, pro: 
fessional candidate, whom I hoped 
would be accepted by the entire 
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Board, I sought, by acting quickly, 
to forstall an auction of the post to 
the individual who offered the 
greatest political payback, As it 
was, in the three days between the 
resignation of Mr. Antonelli and the 
appointment of Mr. Gustus, | was 
called by more than a dozen politi 
cians within the county who sought 
the job for themselves or their 
associates. 

Others on the Board saw the situa 
tion differently and sought to delay 
the process. Whether the delay was 
sought for the above-mentioned 
reason or some other I can not say 
At any rate, the delay was sought 
“through the bringing of civil action 
in the Superior Court charging a 
violation of the Open Meeting Law 
In my opinion this action was an 
abuse of judicial process, a 
malicious, groundless prosecution 
which served only to disrupt and not 
to enlighten, Prior to a full hearing 
on the matter the charge was drop- 
ped at the request of the Complai 
nant, because there was no evidence 
to support the charge. 

All of this brings me to the actual 
naming of @ Treasurer. For the en- 
tire 11 months during which I have 
held the office of Commissioner, 
and, in fact, going back to the time I 
worked in the Sheriff's Department 
two years before that, I have been 
singularly impressed with the 
apabilities of Bill Gustus. As Com 
missioner Larkin's Head Executive

MELROSE — What if there 
were no more Christmas? 

No more colorfully wrapped 
packages under the tree and for 
that matter no tree either. 

No new clothes, cameras, video

To Eunice Bain, 78, of Melrose, 
the idea of never celebrating 
Christmas was reason enough for 
her to do what she does best, and

Eunice explained how her 
parents went to bed on Christmas 
Eve after filling each stocking 
with little handmade toys and 
gifts, and then placed an orange 
at the top of each stocking.

remembering how happy the 
sound of sleigh bells on her horses 
made her feel; she also laughs at 
the possibility of something so 
simple being able to retain the 
attention of children of today 
after they have experienced 
computers; video games, and 
other much more advanced gifts 

A pleasant uplifting attitude is 
apparent in Eunice, as well as 
throughout the hundreds of poems 
she has written over the past 
years, including several special 
Christmas greetings. 


She began her career as a 
poetess in high school, although 
her family ghembers were her 
only critic: udience then 
Being the youngest of eight 
children, Eunice enjoyed having 
more time with her mother 
Emma Louisa Chapman Turpin, 
who she said gave her the in- 
spiration to write her own poetry. 
“My mother instilled the love of 
poetry in me.

After all the hoopla over 
the violence in this film, I have a 
feeling there will be ‘a lot of 
willing friends around 

This was what concerned my 
black friend, because she didn't 
want her two teenaged children to 
be exposed to this type of violence 
on the screen. She had legitimate 
fear that it might have a 
detrimental effect on them. She 
also felt angry over the way 
Rowan’s editorial sort of glossed 
over the MPA's relaxing of its 
standards, which would, in her 
opinion, open a floodgate of 
young, impressionable minds into 
theatres where violent and 
sexually explicit films are shown 

I assured my friend that she 
was over-reacting to Rowan's 
comments; he had by no means 
endorsed the MPA's decision to 
change the X-rating on the 
“Scarface” movie, nor was he 
encouraging young people to go 
see it. In fact, he made it clear 
that, in light of the current trend 
toward more realistic films and a 
push on behalf of film producers 
and theatre owners to lower the 
age of admittance to R-rated 
movies from seventeen to sixteen, 
that a more specific rating 
system is needed. Let's face it, I 
told her, films like “Scarface’’ 
are going to continue to be made, 
and to expect the MPA to censor 


face’ a great film because it is so 
brutally frank in its depiction of 
the behind-the-scenes violence of 
the drug world. That's like saying 
“Caligula” was a landmark film 
because of its honest portrayal of 
Roman orgies. Frankness doesn’t 
always equal greatness. 

Pacino’s character, Tony 
Montana, is very honestly played, 
yet he doesn't have the depth that 
Michael Corleone had. Michael 
went from a righteous son who 
abhored his father’s lifestyle to a 
cruel killer who was just like him 
We saw the changes in his eyes, 
going from sparkling and alive 
with innocent curiosity to icily 
cruel and devoid of any caring 
whatsoever. We see a lot of 
Pacino's eyes in ‘‘Scarface,"’ but 
they are as dark-circled and 
deceiving at the beginning of the 
film as they are at the end. Tony 
Montana is scum when he arrives 
with the boat people from Cuba, 
and he’s scum — albeit well- 
dressed scum — when he dies 
from a shotgun blast in the back 
at the end of the picture. I didn’t 
care about what happened to him 
at any point of this movie. The 
only socially redeeming value of 
“Scarface” is that you leave the 
theatre happy as hell that you're 
not caught up in that violent 
behind-the-scenes world of drug 
dealing. 

Recently I listened to an in- 
terview with Bob Guccione, the 
man in charge of the multi- 
million dollar, multi-faceted 
Penthouse publishing empire, 
which produces R and X-rated 
films. Guccione made the remark 
that it isn't people like him who 
decides what the trends will be in 
entertainment. He said it’s the

A pet for Christmas? Some expert guidelines

Children are often fascinated with ani 
mals, and taking care of a pet can help 
teach them responsibility and make them 
feel needed. In turn, pets can be affection 
ate and faithful companions as a child 
grows up. 

Animals can also make special gifts, 
and parents may be tempted to give their 
children a pet on Christmas Day. But 
some animal experts recommend waiting 
until after the holidays to introduce a pet 
into the home. 

“There's a lot going on during the holi 
days and if you bring a pup into that envi 
ronment between the guests, meals, 
and other presents — that puppy may be 
forgotten,” says James Sokolows 
erinarian and manager of the 
trition Center. “A better choice is to get 
all the things the puppy needs and maybe 
take a snapshot of the type of dog the 
family is going to get. Then give the child 
a gift certificate and pick {the animal] up 
later.’” It may be a glamorous idea to have 
@ puppy under the Christmas tree, but 
parents may be able to build even more 
excitement by having the child think 
about the dog ahead of time, according to 
Dr. Sokolowski 

In choosing a pet, “We strongly recom 
mend that-#f people are getting a pet for 
the first time, they carefully research it

he says. “They may go out and buy a 
fluffy puppy without realizing how large 
that pet may grow 
He also recommends that parents visit 
the anit.al shelter or pet shop the first 
time themsel to narrow the selection 
and bring the child in later. Animal shel 
ters usually have a wide variety of ani 
mals up for adoption, and it is less confus 
ing if the final choice is made from four 
dogs rather than 40. 
If a dog comes up to the front of the 
cage and wags its tail, it's a people-ori 


ented dog.” says Dr. Sokolowski. Ani 
mals that stay toward the back of the cage 
may also make a good pet but might re 
quire more care and attention 

New pet owners should also be pre 
pared for the animal's homecoming 


People sometimes forget all the things 
they need when they get the dog home. 
such as puppy food. a bed, and a leash 
Dr. Sokolowski says. A young puppy 
may need a portable dog run or a used 
playpen to constrain it at night. He also 


suggests putting a hot water bottle under 


$ to its bed to comfort the puppy and make 
Zit feel more at home. Kittens will need 
? food, a special place t sleep, a litter box 
# and a scratching post. 

Parents with presctool children should 
expect to take primary responsibility for 
the pet but can involve their children in 
feeding, exercising, and training the dog. 
cat, or other animal 
“Parents should sit down with the 
child and go over the ‘act that the dog is a 
living being that canaot do some things 
for itself," Dr. Sokolowski says. Parents 
can begin to teach a child responsibility 
for the pet by getting the child into a rou 
tine of playing with'it at least twice a day 
for exercise and masing sure its water

Although peope in the market for a 
dog generally préfer puppies, an older dog 
can be a good thoice for families with 
small children, skys Mr. Wachman, since 
it may already be well trained, housebro- 
ken, and friendly.
